Ellington’s birth, the relating of personal reminis 

cences about this greatest of jazz composers 1s cur- 

rently common in the media. For me, they conjure up 

memories of my own long-ago encounters with the Duke. 

While attending high school in Jacksonville, Florida 

in the late 1950s, I played in a student dance band and the 
members idolized the great jazz musicians of the day. 

Sometime during my junior year—around 1955— the 
Ellington band came to town 'to play a segregated (Afri- 
can-American) dance at the National Guard Armory. 

Mike, one of my band buddies, and I got in somehow 
and spent an unbelievably thrilling evening backstage lis- 
tening to the music and, during the intermissions, talking 
with Duke and the guys in the band. It was a teenage jazz 
musician’s dream come true. 

Picture a high school rock band hanging with the 
Beatles or Stones. Or a would-be concert pianist spending 
four hours with Rubinstein. 

As one would expect we were filled with excitement 
when we learned that the band was returning for a similar 
engagement at the same venue the next year. That’s all we 
talked about for months, since we couldn’t concentrate on 
anything else. 

We showed up early, naturally, and were heading back- 
stage when we were stopped by a National Guard officer. 
Imagine our unbearable disappointment when he ejected 
us because, as he put it, we white boys “didn’t belong” ata ~ 
segregated function. Of course, we protested vociferously 
to no avail. 

Not willing to give up, of course, we went around back 
and looked up at the backstage window on the second floor 
hoping to be able to plead our case with one of our “pals” 
in the band. 

As fortune would have it, the maestro himself hap- 
pened to be looking out the window at the time. He recog- 
nized us from the red corduroy band jackets that we had 
also worn the year before, and called down: “What are you 
two gentlemen doing on the outside?” 

When we told him what was up, he instructed us to go 
to the back door so he could escort us in. 

So, we spent another blissful evening with Duke, 
Johnny Hodges, Harry Carney, Clark Terry, and the rest of 
the fellows in one of the most famous musical aggrega- 
tions in history. 

It was a priceless experience.

Dave and I were in the band together 
in both John Gorrie Jr. High School and Robert E. Lee High 
School in Jacksonville, Florida. He played the saxophone...and

lar kids from Jacksonville, Florida could accomplish so 
much.. 

There were over 600 students in our senior class. Only 
about three dozen were in our band class.

Volunteers scanning Ellis Island records 

A nonprofit organization will soon finish a more than $15 mil- 
lion project to post Ellis Island immigration records on the Internet. 

By helping people to access information instantly that previ- 
ously was buried in a bureaucratic quagmire, the project will revolu- 
* tionize genealogical research for many of the more than 113 million 
Americans who already actively pursue their family histories. 

Officials at the Statue of Liberty-Ellis Island Foundation in New 
York, estimate that more than 40% of Americans can trace their 
European ancestry back to Ellis Island. 

“This is going to be areference point,” said Vern Deubler, Presi- 
dent of the California Genealogical Society - which was based in 
San Francisco for a century before moving to Oakland this year. “It’s 
going to provide people with very important leads,” he said. 

By the end of next year, the foundation hopes people will be able to 
enter any information they know about a progenitor and the program 
will search more than 20 million records for a match. © 

The database, which is hoped to be ready by the 
end of 2000, will catalog records of almost 20 mil- 
lion immigrants who flooded the New York harbor 
island. 

Until now, these documents have been stored at 
the National Archives and Immigration and Natu- 
ralization service in the microfilm format. 

The first phase of the project was to collect and 
digitize records and install computers at the museum. 
Now, putting the information on the Internet has be- 
come a top goal as well.

Work is currently underway to identify as many 
of these pioneers as possible by name, and to collect 
other information about them, for publication in book 
form that will be a valuable reference and research 
tool for future generations.

Baker Smith, Taylor - 
ways to tell what your - 
ancestors did 

Originally a surname was 
an extra name, a nickname or 
“son of’ name. 

A number of surnames 
originally came from occupa- 
tions - such as Baker, Smith 
and Taylor. Each town had a 
smith and a taylor - which is 
one of the reasons for these 
bing such common surnames. 

The French called their 
smiths, “Lefevre,” the German 
smiths became “Schmidt,” the 
Italians were “Ferraro,” and 
the Spanish, “Herrera.” 

If your family comes from 
Hungary, you may be a 
“Kovacs” - another way of say- 
ing smith! 

If you are a “Baker” your 
history is interesting. In many 
medieval dwellings the peas-

ants were not allowed to do ~ 


their baking at home except in 
special ovens owned by the 
Lords. The oven was either 
rented to the individual or to 
the peasants as a hole. It is for 
this reason we not only get the 
name Baker, Backer and 
Baxter (a female baker), but 
also the surnams of Ovens, 
Backhouse and Bacus (mean- 


ing worker at the bakehouse), _ 


and Simnel, which was a nick- 
name for a baker. 

If your ancestor was a ser- 
vant of the king, you might be 
given the name of Gilroy or 
Gilderoy, coming from the 
Gaelic “gille” meaning “ser- 
vant.” The surnames of Gill, 
Gillie and gilmore are derived 
from the same “trade.”

with each passing day. Italian- 
American genealogists are 
finding much more informa- 
tion that previously, thanks in 
part to the Italian government 
and also the continuing micro- 


‘filming of archives by the 


Church of the Latter Day 
Saints, better known to all of 
us as the Mormons. 

It is reported by reliable 
sources that Italian genealogy 
is the fastest growing of eth- 
nic groups in America. — 

Could it be that Italians are 
awakening from a deep slum- 
ber? If so, it is apparent that 
this demand for resources will 
result in a cause and effect, 
enabling more and more Ital- 
ian researchers to locate the 
data they seek. 

A source at the Salt Lake 
City Family History Library 
reported there are more cam- 
eras clicking away in Italy than 
anywhere else in all of Europe. 


_ If this is true, Italian genealo- 


gists will reap the benefits of 
this bonanza in the years to 
come. 

We know that civil 
records, roughly from 1809 to 
1915 are generally well along 
in the microfilming process 
throughout Italy. Of course, it 


_ requires a year or two after 


filming a particular ledger or 
set of ledgers from a specific 
ancestral town before the fin- 
ished product reaches the 
availability stage. 

Filming of Catholic 
Church parish archives have 
begun and are concentrating in 
areas where the bishop’s (di- 
ocesan) approval has been ob- 
tained. 

Unfortunately, not all 
church hierarchy are receptive

to the Mormon camera crews, 
and because of this snag, many 
church records of sacramental 
acts will be delayed or not 
filmed at all. This is unfortu- 
nate but nonetheless, a fact of 
life in Italy. 

The government in Italy 
has just begun to see the light 
concerning the world wide, 
and specifically America, in- 
terest in families tracing their 
ancestry. Accordingly, Italian 
officials are analyzing ways to 
provide accessibility to their 
storehouse of records; consid- 


ered by some, to be among the ~ 


best kept secret in all of Euro- 
pean continent. Time will tell 
whether this perception is ac- 
curate. 

Meanwhile, a fairly recent 
phenomenon in Italy is the 
availability of cataloging pro- 
vincial records stored at each 
of Italy’s provincial capitols by 
type. 

Examples are: the vital 
statistical records by town; 
conscription records by mili- 
tary district; census records, 
where taken; some land and 
tax records and so forth. But 
be aware, this is in the Italian 
language. 

Many of these resources 
were either not even known to 
exist or were known but not 
where they were located. 

A genealogists can now 
access the Italian government’s 
web page with a computer, lo- 
cate the appropriate province, 
and learn which records are 
available before corresponding 
with the local archivist. This 
is truly a genealogical blessing. 

Another report from Ital-

ian amateur researchers around 
the country indicate a notice- 
able change in attitude among 
Italian mayors and other civil 
archivists who are the custodi- 
ans of Italian records. There 
appears to be a more coopera- 
tive mind set toward the inquir- 
ing Italian Americans who are 
seeking access to the records 
of their ancestors. 


I don’t know 1f this is the 
result of a policy change, 


- change from up above or just 


the simple fact that they are 
getting accustomed to Ameri- 
cans making requests. Which- 
ever is the case, it’s to the ben- 
efit of us all’ Let’s accept and 
enjoy the outcome. Bravo

The old English law was 


very definite as to the naming 
of children, and according to 
Coke, “a man can not have two 
names of baptism...” 


Royal personages have al- 


ways been allowed to have 
more than one given name, but 
as late as 1600, it is said, there 
were only four persons in all 
England who had two given 
names. 


When the Mayflower 


sailed for America, there was 
not a single man or woman on 
it who had a middle name. 
Even a century and a half ago, 
double names were very un- 
common. The English used to 
dodge the law by ingeniously 
compounding names. Thus, an 
_old parish register in England 
may show combinations; such 
-as Fannasabilia (Fannie + 
Sybil) or Annamaria (made up 
_of Anna and Maria).

When the idea of middle 


names got going, they became 
fashionable. Parents went to 
work combining names for 
their offspring.

The old 
practice is still followed to 
some extent in this country by 
giving the mother’s maiden 
name to the eldest son. This 
identifies the boy when he 
eaches manhood and so has 
ome significance.

THE LANGUAGE OF HANDING 


Vhe use of hands 
- while dancing is 
particularly charac- 


teristic of Scottish Country 
Dancing. Miss Milligan fre- 
quently commented upon the 
handing while teaching, in 
watching dancers at a ball, or 
at a Teacher Candidate exami- 
nation. 

In almost all the figures 
danced the position of the 
shoulders, arms and hands are 
an important and often essen- 


tial part of executing the fig- 


ure correctly. 

For example both the 
poussette used in reels and jigs 
and the diamond poussette 
which occurs in some 
strathspeys rely very much on 
how the individual dancers use 
their upper extremities! 

At the Boston Ball last 


Saturday, someone com- 
mented to me how they had got 
a new dancer through some 
dances as “one is almost al- 
ways holding them by the 
hand, and thus can guide 
them”, I had done the same 
thing with my partner who did 
not know Drewry’s Bob 
Campbell (from the Canadian 
book).

Genealogists in the United 
States naturally assume that all 


‘governmental records are in 


the public domain. However, 
that is not the case elsewhere. 
In many other countries gov- 
ernment records are consid- 
ered copyrighted for 100 to 
200 years. These records may 
not be reproduced and sold 
without permission from the 
government of that country. 
Now the Public Record 
Office in England has an- 
nounced a major change: 


Copyright at the Public 
Record Office 
Guidelines for Those 
Who Propose To Reproduce 
Works Among Records Held 
in the Public Record Office 
From 26th March 1999, 
the Crown will in future waive 
its copyright in Crown copy-

Jose de la Pena, a resident 
of Ventura, traces a direct line 
back to Jacinto de la Pena, a 
soldier born in 1692 in Leones, 
Tamaulipas. Don Jacinto de 
Pena of Cerralvo, Nuevo Leon, 
married Dona Ana Maria 
Guajardo. Dona Ana was born 
24 May 1698, married about 
1720, and widowed in 1734 at 
the age of 36. 

Dona Ana was left to as- 
sume the duties of both parents 
to six children: Margarita, 
Jose, Maria Tadea, Jacinto, 
Maria Catalina, Maria Josepha, 
and she did it well. Cerralvo 
was a dangerous untamed wil- 
derness. In 1753, Dona Ana, 
then the 55 yedr'old head of her 
household, participated with 
19 other families in moving up 
the river from Camargo to es- 
tablish the town of Mier. Not 
an easy task. Her property in- 
cluded 2,400 head of sheep, 20 
pack mules, 35 saddle horses, 






20 brood mares, 150 head of 
cattle, 21 yokes of oxen with 
farming tools and all arms. She 
reaffirmed he claim to land in 
present day Bejar and Zapata 
counties, which had been in the 
family since 1650. 

Mr. de la Pena is Dean of 
Students at Moorpark College 
in Moorpark and traces his line 
through one of the sons. “It is 
difficult to describe the admi- 
ration I have for my ancestors. 
To me there is a connection 
between knowing what chal- 
lenges ancestors overcame and 
our courage to aspire. To know 
that you carry that nobleness 
in your veins, men and women, 
has to affect you.” 

My grandparents owned 
some property on both sides of 
the Rio Grande.

records list the 
child’s name, the 


parents (mother’s maiden 
name) where.... may list a farm 
location. The date could be 
birth or that of baptism. The 
Old Marriage Records are not 
too complete. Names of bride 
and groom... the bride’s father. 
When a couple contemplated 
marriage they had to show 
“good faith” by a surety 
. deposit...mainly for good be- 
havior. Before marriage which 
was usually within forty days. 
This announcement of mar- 
riage intention was known as 
“Proclamation of Banns”. Ap- 
pointees insured both bride and 
groom lived up to prior mar- 
Tiage agreements. If, when 
married, the elders were 
pleased with marriage fulfill- 
ment promises, the couple 
could reasonably expect to re- 
gain their surety deposit, less 
a token to the minister and a 
small donation to the parish 
poor. eT 
The exacting details of re- 
quired preparations before 
marriage varied throughout 
Scotland. Starting in the late 
1760s curious customs and su- 
perstitious practices pertaining 
.to marriage began to fade. 
However, some still survive. 
Universally in Scotland, MAY 
was (and in large measure, still 
is) considered an unlucky 
month. Elsewhere January is 
declared by some unsuitable 
for marriage. Others have a 
distinct preference for April 
and November. The 14th day 
of May was deemed so spe-

cially inauspicious that even 
the day of the week on which 
it fell in any year was tabooed 
by bridal couples for the re- 
mainder of the year. Some 
would not marry on a Friday... 
for others it was a favorite day. 
Not a few maidens declined to 
enter on matrimony except 
when the moon was waxing 
and some even required further 
that, at the time of the cer- 
emony, the tide should be flow- 
ing! (Moneydie, iii, 606 
)(Kirkwall, vii 550) 

Once all these require- 
ments were met and the mar- 
riage date set... it must not be 
altered or serious results might 
happen. ‘The date of the proc- 
lamation of the banns required 
careful calculations. At the 
church itself certain ceremo-

nies were as important as the 
marriage performed by offici- 
ating clergymen. “Tying the 
knot”, must be preceded by a 
literal untying of knots. Imme- 
diately before the marriage cer- 
emony, every knot about the 
bride and groom...garters, 
shoestrings, strings of petti- 
coats, etc., is carefully loos- 
ened. After leaving the church, 
the whole company walk 
around it, keeping the church 
walls always upon the right 
hand. The bridegroom, how- 
ever, first retires one way with 
some young men to tie the 
knots that were loosened about 
him; while the young married 
woman, in the same manner, 
retires somewhere else to ad- 
just the disorder of her dress. 
(Logierait, v.83)

What a wonderful time of year 
to be in the Brandywine Val- 
ley. The weather, on the 
whole, was very kind to us. 

What an extraordinary 
Spring Gathering it turned out 
to be. 

We had the opportunity of 
spending the weekend with 
The National Trust for 
Scotland’s leadership. Profes- 
sor Ian Cunningham, Chair- 
man of the National Trust for 
Scotland’s Council, and Trevor 


Croft, Director of the National . 


Trust for Scotland, were our 
special guests and quickly be- 
came our special friends. 

Mr. Croft has made sev- 
eral trips to the United States 
on behalf of the Heritage Fund, 
Scottish Heritage USA and the 
National Trust for Scotland’s 


collaborative fund-raising | 


campaign, but it was the first 
- time the Board of Directors 
and SHUSA members had had 
the opportunity to meet Ian 
Cunningham, who immedi- 
ately won everyone’s heart 
with his humor and charm. 
The Spring Gathering on 
Saturday was held at 
Winterthur, a magnificent 
house, museum and gardens in 
the Brandywine Valley, just 
northwest of Wilmington, 
Delaware. 
There were so many high- 
lights it is difficult to pinpoint 
the part of the day that shines 
the brightest. Without a doubt, 
one of the day’s main events 
was the presentation of scrolls 
to our Chairman, The Rever- 
end Dougald L. Maclean, and 
President, A.R. “Pete” 
Hamilton, by Professor 
Cunningham, conferring upon 
Dr. Maclean the position of 
Honorary Vice President of the 
National Trust for Scotland 
and on Mr. Hamilton, that of 
Honorary Overseas Counselor. 
Professor Cunningham’s pre- 
sentation was followed by Na- 
tional Trust for Scotland Direc- 
tor Trevor Croft’s slide presen- 
tation, illustrating the Trust’s 
development from its meager 
beginnings to its position today 
as Scotland’s foremost conser- 


vation and historic preserva- 
tion charity. 

He updated our members 
on the progress at the Trust’s 
newly acquired properties of 
Newhailes and Charlotte 
Square, which has been the 
focal point of the Heritage 
Fund-raising Campaign. 

Ever mindful of its mis- 
sion to rescue Scottish proper- 
ties of historic significance for 
the benefit of all, the Trust has 
recently entered into an agree- 
ment to administer David 
Livingston, Scotland’s re- 
nowned- missionary — to 
Africa’s, birthplace. 

As always, we were awe- 
struck by the magnificence and 
beauty of Scotland, and al- 
though Mr. Croft could only 
give us a glimpse into the fu- 
ture, it strengthened our re- 
solve honor our heritage and 
become an integral part of that 
future. 

Our luncheon was fol- 
lowed by yet another highlight. 
Bill Kitrell of Abingdon, Vir- 
ginia, provided not only our 
entertainment but also told us 
about the history of fiddle 


_ playing in Scotland and Ire- 


land. We learned about the 
nuances of the music, its sig- 
nificance in Scottish culture 
and it importance in maintain- 
ing Scotland’s musical tradi- 
tion during proscription of the 
bagpipes. It was music, which 
one moment brought tears to 
the eyes and the next, set your 
feet to tapping. And it was a 
perfect conclusion to SHUSA’s 
1999 Spring Gathering. 

Another highlight that 
should not go unmentioned 
was the enthusiastic endorse- 
ment our Board of Directors 
gave our Adopt-a-Sheep cam- 
paign to save Culloden Moor 
from unwelcome vegetation. 

But I am getting ahead of my- 
self. 
Let me start from the be-

Scottish Heritage USA’s 
mission is to support the work 
of The National Trust for Scot- 
land and we do that be adopt- 
ing National Trust for Scotland 
projects that need financial as- 
sistance. At our Board of Di- 
rectors meeting last November 
we adopted an intriguing 
project which involved putting 


a flock of sheep on Culloden 
Moor to keep down the scrub 
willow and other unwanted 
vegetation that was quickly 
taking over the moor. 

At the time of the Battle 
of Culloden the moor had been 
covered in low-growing 
heather, and The National 
Trust for Scotland wanted to 
restore it to how it was in 1746 
at the time of the battle. The 
research was done, and when 
the results were all in, it was 
evident that what was needed 
was a flock of sheep to keep 
down the unwanted growth. 
But not just any sheep because 
your regular run-of-the-mill 
sheep just eat grass — they 
graze. But there is a breed in 
Scotland called Hebridean 
sheep, which browse rather 
than graze, so they will eat all 
sorts of vegetation other than 
grass. “f 
The National Trust for 
Scotland is now hunting for a 
flock of these Hebridean 
sheep. Now classified as a rare 


- breed, the Hebridean sheep 


originated in the islands off the 
western coast of Scotland. At 
one time they were common 
throughout the mainland but 
were superseded by the 
Blackface sheep. They are now 
largely found on estates where 
their black fleeces, light amber 
eyes and multiple horns make 
them a striking animal. They 
are a small breed with solid 
black faces and legs. The 
fleece is generally black but 
may become gray with age. 
Both sexes usually have horns 
with either one or two pairs, 
and I hear tell that the muscle 


tissue and fats of the Hebridean 
has a significantly lower level 
of cholesterol than its better 
known cousins. 

Because of their tendency 
to browse rather than graze, 
they are used in ecological 
projects where the control of 
brush and weeds are needed. 

Scottish Heritage USA’s 
members have responded 
magnificently to our Adopt-a- 
Sheep Appeal, with one mem- 
ber adopting a sheep for each 
of his fourteen grandchildren. 
And news of that tremendous 
act of generosity inspired our 
Directors to follow suit at our 
Spring Gathering Board of Di- 






rectors meeting. 

It was so simple — if you 
have four grandchildren, you 
adopted four sheep. But we 
still have about 30 sheep in 
need of “adoptive parents.” A 
sheep costs about $75, and The 
National Trust for Scotland 
reckons it will cost about 
$1,400 to maintain the flock 
for one year. 

We are well on our way, 
and we welcome all and any 
support. Adoptive parents will 
receive a certificate of “adop- 
tion,” a photograph of a 
Hebridean sheep — dependent 
upon how cooperative they are 
about having their pictures 
taken — and a piece of fleece.

Gliwice, SI’sk, Poland). Re- 
member that not only my fam- 
ily, but the family of Herbert 
Karliner, also lived in Beuthen.

middle 19" century and ended 
up in New York. Although 
Ben’s family originated in the

thread between them. They do 
share obviously similar nam- 
ing patterns: Ben has a brother 
named William and there are 
trees with William Wolf, Wolf, 
William Welwel, and yet an- 
other William.

name Zeev, meaning Wolf, be- 


came Wolf in German and 
Velvel in Yiddish, and eventu- 
ally the anglicized form, Will- 
iam.

1903 in Kéln, Germany and 
moved to New York where he 
started his family. William’s 
son, Joel, is a physician who 
worked at the same San Diego 
hospital my husband works at, 
so I followed up that lead, al- 
though the family now lives in 
San Francisco. A small tree 
beginning with Jacob and 
Charlotte Feder Karliner, pro- 
duced only an unwed daugh- 
ter, Rosel, who had Isaac 
Karliner, and later other chil- 
dren by her husband, Hermann 
Frey. The family came from 
Deutsch-Weichsel and Neu 
Berun, Upper Silesia. 

The newest trees we have 
created were for families who 
kept the “C” in their name.

For those of you who may 
be new to this column, three of 
my sons and a son-in-law as 
well as myself are about to 
embark on a short canoe trip 
following part of John 
McDonell’s route set forth in 
his journal which he wrote as 
a clerk for the Northwest Fur 
Trading Company. 

With the arrival at Gun 
Flint Lodge of John, Rob and 
Thomas, our crew was com- 
plete. We spent the evening 
checking out our equipment 
and going over our intended 
route getting advice on where 
the portages were and where 
the fish were supposed to be. 

Before turning in for the 

Before turning in for the evening 
I read to the boys a portion of John 
Bigsby’s journal that describes the riv- 
ers and lakes that we would be travel- 
ing on during the next four days. 

“Leaving this lake (Gunflint) we 
descended to the still larger lake 
Keseganaga (Saganaga) by a series of 
five small basins (or lakes) and nar- 
tows; the whole twelve miles long and 
often the seat of rough rapids. 

The scenery of hills, shattered 
rocks, and turbulent waters being sav- 
age in the extreme, especially at the 
portage of the Wooden Horse. 

There are several very fine cas- 
cades in these twelve miles almost ri- 
valing the best in the Canada’s. 

The occasional rapids were so 
strong and billowy as to shake the ca- 
noe “severely.” This was good stuff 
to sleep on. 


Early the following morning af- 
ter a sumptuous breakfast in the main 
dining room of the lodge, the five of 
us shoved off in our canoes. 

These canoes were 17' long and 
made of a reinforced, high tech fiber- 
glass material called kevlar and 
weighed about 50 pounds each. 

MacDonell’s Canot Du Nord 
was smaller and faster than the 
Montral freight canoes that had 
brought him to Grand Portage. 

Newman, in his Caesar 5 of the 
Wilderness, gave a graphic descrip- 
tion, “The smaller Canot Du Nord was 
typically 24' long with a beam of just 
over 4' and driven by six men, but 
could still carry one and a half tons 
of freight. 

These boats were perilously easy 
to tip. 

Hugh MacKay Ross, 20th cen- 
tury trader, wrote in his memoirs, 
“You had to keep your tongue in the 
middle of your mouth otherwise the 
canoe would capsize.” 

Although we had started at 7:30, 
the wind had picked up and we found 
we had to paddle into a chop that sent 
spray across our bows as we quartered 
the waves. 

Fortunately, the wind had just 
come up and the fetch to the west of 
us was not long enough to develop the 


rollers that can make canoeing a dan- 
gerous work out. 

We paddled across the western 
end of Gunflint, called “Lac de la 
Piere a Fusile” by MacDonell, got into 
the lee of a peninsula and passed 
through a narrow channel between 
Gunflint and Magnetic Lake. 

John Bigsby, a boundary com- 
missioner trying to determine the dis- 
puted boundary line between Canada 
and the United States under the Treaty 
of Gent in 1814, described where we 
were in this passage written in 1823, 
“A narrow straight carries us from 
Flint Lake again swelling into a little 
lake one mile, to a short rapid of 2' 
fall which we descend with the aid of 
the canoe line. 

Close to this rapid is the 
L’Escalier Falls Portage. The 
L’Escalier Falls,-as the name indicates, 
is. in steps and the descent may be to- 
get.ier with the rapids just above 18'.” 

These falls and portage are now 
called Little Rock Falls. We arrived 
at this first portage and nudged the ca- 
noes ashore, unshipped the Duluth 
packs and other gear and portaged 
everything around the falls in a re- 
markably short time. 

I went back to pick up the last 
bit of gear, and walked out on the gran- 
ite shelf between the falls and stood 
in the sunlight coming through the tall 
cedars and shining on the cascading 
water. 

In absorbing the sound of the 
tumbling water and scent of the ce- 
dars and watching the sunlight play- 
ing on the water, I had for a brief mo- 


rive Inn 


ment something akin to a religious ex- 
perience in that the stress and strains 
of the past few weeks seemed to dis- 
solve and be washed away with each 
deep breath of the cedar scented air. 

My system was gradually being 
purged of the noise of airports, the 
grim of the engine plants and the ac- 
rid fumes of foundries. 

The muck and mire of civiliza- 
tion was gone. 





For one brief moment I felt I was 
washed clean. 

It was truly a physical experi- 
ence lasing only seconds and inter- 
rupted by “Hustle up Dad.” 

We loaded the canoes ‘and 
paddled on to Wooden Horse Portage. 

Bigsby describes ,this portage 
and falls as follows. “And again em- 
barking we shortly arrive at Wooden 
Horse Falls were we encamped last is 
a rude and romantic sport. The cas- 
cades are tumbling through chasms of 
granite and being in several shoots in 
all 30'. The noise very great, but those 
sounds are so familiar that I lose no 
rest and embark soon after sunrise.” 

As Bigsy described the cascades

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so we found them, beautiful and un- 
spoiled 175 years later. 

Our first camp was on the wind- 
ward shore of Larch Lake, a beauti- 
ful sight beneath tall pines with a car- 
pet of pine needles and moss. 

After dinner and a few generous 
dollops of a Talisker single malt, we 
sat on a granite shelf looking into the 
sunset listening to the wind in the 
pines and the waves lapping along the 
shore. 

Rob waits until those generous 
dollops are having their way with us 
and the sun has gone to a deep crim- 
son red. He breaks out his pipes and 
wanders down the shoreline, finds a 
sandy beach among the pines and be- 
gins to play a MacDonald lament. 





He acquired the music for this 
pipe tune on a wet and blustery visit 
to the Finlaggen Visitors Center on the 
Island of Islay off the west coast of

Well, between the Talisker, the 
lament and the colors of the sunset we 
were settling well into a fine Celtic 
revery. 

It seems 
the local loons were taking umbrage 
at what they must have fancied as a 
life threatening invasion by the great- 
est, ugliest, meanest, tone deaf, mon- 
ster loon of them all. 

The local nesters began their 
warning cries as they herded their

Television programs are 
giving more time to “search- 
ing your roots.” 

News magazines are in- 
cluding lead articles on the 
subject of genealogy and fam- 
ily history. 

So, what is genealogy? What 
makes it so popular at this time? 

The American Heritage Col- 
lege Dictionary first defines it as a 
record or table of descent of a per- 
son, family, or group from an ances- 
tor or ancestors; a family tree. Then 
it further defines it as a direct de- 
scent from an ancestor; lineage or 
pedigree. The last definition it gives 
is the study or investigation of an- 
cestry and family histories. 

People have been interested in 
the study of their beginnings as far 
back as the beginning of recorded 
history. 

Traditions are most certainly 
important, but often they need to be 
questioned. 

Many families have stories 
which have been passed down from 
generation to generation, but are not 
always factual. In many instances 
all the good things are remembered. 
The ancestors almost become saints, 
many are certainly connected to 
monarchy in one way or another. 

Often, our main project is to 
separate fact from fiction. 


How many ofus have heardthe , 


story about three brothers leaving 
Europe and making their way to 
America? Many times this is proven 
to be incorrect. These stories are 
incorrect and handed down from 
generation to generation, because 
the records have not been readily 
available to people interested in their 
history. 

Then, if the records were avail- 
able they were hard to interpret. 

Information is going to be 
much easier to obtain during the 
twenty-first century, but the interpre- 
tation will be very important to each 
one of us. 

The Internet is already making 
it possible to secure information. 
Each researcher will have to make 
a decision as to the validity of the 
information obtained. We tell stu- 
dents who obtain materials for re- 
search papers off the Internet that 
they have to determine the good 
sources from the bad. 

There are many questions 
which must be answered when 
working on the Internet. 7

First, who is the author, did he 
or she create the piece of informa- 
tion? 

What are the credentials of the 
author? I quote from the Abraham 
Baldwin College Library “Criteria 
For Evaluating Internet Resources” 
... Finding the author of a web page 
can be tricky. Often the author is 
listed at the top or bottom of the 
page. If not, the author may be 
found by going to the Home Page 
of a site or by exploring other links 
to the page.” 


Then, who is the publisher? 
What institution is responsible for 
the information?. The ABAC Li- 
brary states that if you cannot deter- 
mine the author or publisher, you 
should look for another source. 
help determine more about the au- 
thor or institution. Educational in- 
stitutions have an™.edu” im their ad- 
dress, government sites contain a 
“gov, and commercial sites have a 

Another question to ask is how 
current 1s the information, has it 
been updated or revised recently? 
What is the purpose of the informa- 
tion? 

The Library advises that if the 
purpose is to sell or promote a prod- 
uct or idea, then the information 
could be biased. Question whether 
the information is the best available 
on the topic or subject. 

The Library tells students that 
some of the better sources on the 
rer They 


may require a fee to access the in- 
formation. They tell students that 
more traditional sources, may pro- 
vide better information. 

There are many questions 
which you need to czar Ae 
use information. 

In other words, not only does 
the person doing research on a fam- 
ily have to know their history of the 
period in which they are research- 
ing and the history of the area where 
they are researching, but also they 
must question the sources which 
they use. 

The sources will make or break 
your research. 

One way to learn history is to 
do family history, because you learn 
the interesting little details of his- 
tory which you never, or seldom, get 
from the history text in school. 


A general history text can’t tell 
you the interesting things which hap- 
pened if it is covering the period of 
time from 1607 to the present. 

Recently, some news maga- 
zines have been focusing on gene- 
alogy. Time Magazine, April 19, 
1999, had a cover story on “How To 
Search Your Family Roots.” It states 
that genealogy is the latest obses- 
sion in America in which the 
Internet plays a major role. The ar- 
ticle gives addresses of sites to 
search out on the Internet. 

The American Heritage Maga- 
zine published in the February/ 
March 1999 issue, an article entitled 
“Tracking Your Family Through 
Time And Technology: Genealogy

Here’s what the 
changes mean to you” by Cyndi 
Howells. This article is very sig- 
nificant, and it gives useful genea- 
logical resources at the end of the 
article. These include some lead- 
ing libraries, society web sites, ge- 
nealogy magazines with their web 
site addresses, genealogy software 
web sites, and genealogy Internet 
resources. 
More and more records are 
becoming available on Internet. The 
important thing to remember is that 
the record is as valid as the person 
putting it on makes it. We all make 
mistakes, therefore it is best to check 
-your source. Many of the earlier 
records are hard to read, especially 
census records, deeds, court records, 
and many others. 

More and more materials are 
found each time you go on the 
Internet. Many people are sharing 
their research by placing it on their 
web page. This is why it is impor- 
tant to always do a surname check 
to find the latest information on your 
sumames. If you haven’t taken the 
time to search the Internet for gene- 
alogy, it is time to do it. It is most 
certainly an interesting experience.

ducklings into protective shelter 
against the Black Douglas 0’ loon 
land. 
The calls were not the melodi- 
-ous tremolo we hear so often, but 
sounded more like panic driven 
alarms which, in turn, were taken up 
~ by loons in the surrounding lakes. 
Pandemonium reigned for about 
a half hour before things settled down. 


; Rob was somewhat taken back 
by all the criticism from what he 
thought was an empty wilderness. 

Ironically, a few years before, the 
opposite effect occurred on Mackinac 
Island. 

Ft. Mackinac was the fur trad- 
ing center serving the southern part of 
the Great Lakes. The post was last 
run by Astor’s Fur Trading Company 
and the last manager of the post was a 
Scot by the name of Stewart. 

It is now a resort island and the 
second weekend in July the island and 
harbor are taken over by the fleet from 

- the annual 360 mile race from Chi- 
cago to Mackinac. 

Rob and I had gone up to sail one 
of the Milwaukee boats back after the 
race. 

The evening after the awards 
ceremony was a soft, balmy, summer 
night. 

A full moon hung low in the 
southern sky bathing the fleet of some 
300 boats rated tightly together in the 
small harbor. 

On a bluff high above the har- 
bor stood the massive white washed 
stone walls of the fort guarding the 
Straights of Mackinac and that 
evening the wall were bathed with 
light from flood lights at their base. 

The fleet was in a high state of 
celebration and each crew felt obliged 
to add to the beauty of the evening by 
cranking up the volume of their cock- 
pit stereos and them boom boxes with 
the latest hard rock, jazz, new wave, 
etc, music. 

It was a cacophony of sound, a 
pandemonium of a different kind. 

Rob and I were sitting in the 
cockpit of the Alliance, the boat we 
were transporting back to Milwaukee, 
when Rob suddenly got up and went 
below and came up with his pipes. 

He climbed out of the cockpit 
and onto the dock disregarding our 
warning of being pelted, not by empty, 
but by full beer cans. 

He began to walk slowly up and 
down the dock playing a lament, then 
a slow march and then a reel and in- 
credibly the boomboxes and stereos 

are slowly being shut off. 

He finished a set of three num- 
bers and more incredibly there are 
cheers, applause, whistles and cries 
for more. 

He started a second set and by 
the time he was into the second num- 
ber he had the harbor in the palm of 
his hands. 

He was good! 

He was better than good! He was 
VERRY good and he was getting bet- 
ter. 


Two of the laments were so 
evocative they gave one the feeling of 
utter loneliness, despair and desola- 
tion. Then, there were passages that 
reached deep down into the soul and 
__ aroused feelings of unending oppres- 
sion, unrighted wrongs and injustices 


and great anger. These feelings sur- 
faced from the soul’s furthest recesses 
for only brief moments. For within 
what seemed seconds, Rob was off on 
a reel or-a jib and the fleet was clap- 
ping and stomping in rhythm and 
dancing on the docks and foredecks. 

So here was this unknown lad, 
trained in college as a classical organ- 
ist, the keyboard man in his brother’s 
band who’s great hero was Virgil Fox. 
He was now, by some strange set of 
circumstances, playing his first live, 
outdoor concert unrehearsed, 
unsponsored, unsolicited, playing to 
the cheers and a standing ovation from 
the entire fleet in this most incredible 
moonlit setting. 

He brought his concert to a close 
with just enough wind for a rousing 
reel before he worked his way through 
the crowd and collapsed in the cock- 
pit of the Alliance. 

For the rest of the week through- 
out the island, one would hear, “Say, 
did you hear the piper the other 
night?” 

The loons of Larch Lake and the 
environs thereof are not the only ones 
to make a mistake about the bagpipes. 
George Simpson, the North American 
governor of the combined Hudson 
Bay and Northwest Trading Compa- 
nies, had a personal piper by the name 
of Colin Fraser. 

A Cree Indian who heard Colin 
Fraser play at Norway House reported 
to his chief: “One white man was 
dressed like a woman in a skirt of 
funny color. He had whiskers grow- 
ing from his belt and fancy leggings. 
He carried a black swan which had 
many legs with ribbons tied to them. 
The swans body he put under his arm 
upside down and then he put its head 
in his mouth and bit it. At the same 
time he pinched its neck with his fin- 
gers and squeezed the body under his 
arm until it made a terrible noise.” 

This may or not be an apocry- 
phal story that has wended its way 
down through the centuries, but as far 
as our crew was concerned, it was true 
enough. 

Our next portage was called 
Swamp Portage, however, the first 
part was steep and rocky with an un- 
even trail that seemed to go straight 
up and then go straight down and 
would be difficult to travel without a 
canoe or Duluth packs slung fore and 
aft, ie., one carried on the back and 
the other on the chest with shoulder 
loops in reverse over the shoulders. 
These packs weighed almost 50 
pounds each and the front pack re- 
stricted your sight as to what was im- 
mediately before you. 

To make matters worse, I was 
wearing my brand new trifocals and I 
was struggling with three different 
depth perceptions each time I put my 
foot down. I finally gave up and took 
my glasses off and struggled across the 


rest of the portage in a Mr. McGoo- 
like fashion. 

We proceeded across Swamp 
Portage and shot a series of rapids. 
The water level was low and a great 
deal of portaging was required, or, in 
some cases, carrying our packs across 
the portages and shooting or lining the 
canoes through the rapids. 

At the end of a portage leading 
into Maraboeuf Lake, I thought of 
what 70 voyagers carried over this 
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same portage in the summer of 1775. 
They came in twelve canoes be- 

longing to James MacGill, Benjamin 

Frobisher and Maurice Blondau. 

They struggled across this por- 
tage with 100 gallons of rum and 
brandy, 24 kegs of wine, 64 kegs of 
gunpowder, 90 bags of ball and shot, 
150 rifles, 150 boxes of dry goods, 15 
trunks of dry goods, 12 boxes of iron 
ware, 12 nests of brass kettles, 100 “eo 
packages of carrot and twist tobacco, 
50 kegs of hog lard and tallow and 60 
kegs of pork. 

As I stood at the end of this an- 
cient portage looking down 
Maraboeuf Lake, I thought of the great 
men who had crossed it: Alexander 
McKenzie, Simon Fraser, the 
Alexander Henry’s, Dr. John 
McLoughlin, Peter Ogden, David Th- 
ompson, Sir George Simpson and a 
whole brigade of MacDonald’s - re- 
gardless of spelling. Scots who had 
explored, exploited and carved out a 
nation. 

I stood where they had stood and 
saw the same view they had seen. The 
once wide and heavily traveled por- 
tage had been reduced to a diminu- 
tive overgrown trail. These great men 
are now hardly remembered. 

The boys in our party were pack- 
ing the canoes and skylarking on the 
sandy beach below and wondering 
what was holding up Dad. 

Iam sure I have run out of space. 
There is more roiling rapids, ponder- 
ous portages, grand vista’s and camp 
high-jinx to follow. All the stuff that 
makes membership in COSCA a real 
blast.

Civil War Website seeks help 


Thousands of Norwegian 
Immigrants served in the 
American Civil War. Only one 
regiment, the 15th Wisconsin 
Volunteer Infantry, consisted 
almost exclusively of Norwe- 
gians. It was recruited and led 
by Hans Christian Heg, the 
first Norwegian elected to a 
state-wide office in America. 
Its soldiers were drawn from 
settlements in Illinois, Iowa, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 

The 15th earned a reputa- 
tion for bravery and efficiency, 
and its young Colonel rose to 
command a brigade. 

After the war their deeds 
were preserved in several Nor- 
wegian language regimental 
histories, but none were ever 
translated into English. 

One result is that the 1 5th, 
its soldiers and their stories are 
now almost forgotten. 

Two efforts are currently 
underway to help change this. 
A 15th Wisconsin web site is 
being built, and there are plans 
to recreate the regiment at a 
huge Civil War reenactment 
later this year. The web site is 
intended to be a resource for 
persons seeking information 
about the 15th and its soldiers, 
especially descendants doing 
gcencalogical rescarch and 
reenactors preparing for the 
portrayal. 

The site contains the offi- 
cial rosters, which list each 
soldier’s name, rank, resi- 
dence, and a few details about 
military service. Also in- 
cluded on the site is a unit his- 
tory (in English), official re- 
ports, and photos of 15th sol- 
diers. 

Information on plans to 
recreate the 15" at the reenact- 
ment of the Battle of 
Chickamauga, Georgia, Sep- 
tember 17-19, 1999, is also 
posted. 

Over 10,000 reenactors 
are expected to take part, with 
about 200 portraying the 15°, 
including some from Norway. 
Chickamauga was the second

Chapter 6 Dine’: 
Survivors 

Last time we looked 
at the Hopi villages, the oldest 
of the tribes. Now we will turn 
our attention to the Dine’, the 
group of people whose current 
reservation completely sur- 
rounds and engulfs the Hopi.

“Dineh”) are known politically 
in the United States as the Na- 
vajo.

Their Creators gave 
them the name Ni’hookaa 
Diyan Dine’, which means 
“Holy Earth People.” The 
Tewa Pueblo people called 
them “Navaju”, meaning “The 
large area of cultivated land.” 
A catholic priest changed the 
name to “Navajo” in a 1630 
book and the name stuck. I 
highly recommend Fran 
Kosik’s book Native Roads, 
listed in the bibliography be- 
low, for a wonderful overview 
of Dine’ history, culture, and 
geography. A good website is 
http://navajocentral.org/ 
faq2.htm for general informa- 
tion about the Dine’. 

The Dine’ hold the 
largest U:S. Indian reservation, 
located in the Four Corners 





area of northeast Arizona, 
northwest New Mexico, and 
southeast Utah. Their neigh- 
bors are the Hopi, and the Utes 
to the north and northeast, the 
Pueblo peoples to the east, the 
Apaches to the southeast, the 
Pima, Maricopa, and Tohono 
O’Odham to the south, the 
Havasupai, and Hualapai to the 
the southwest and the Mojave, 
Paiute and Shoshone to the 
west and northwest. 

If ever there was a 
tribe that conformed to the an- 
thropologists’ claims that all 
the “New World” indigents mi- 
grated over the Alaskan Bering 
Strait into the Western 
Hemiphere, the Dine’ are it. 
Hundreds, perhaps thousands, 
of years after the ancestors of 
the Hopi migrated to Black 
Mesa, a group of foreign 
speaking people began raiding 
Hopi fields and gardens, and 


after the arrival of the Spanish, 
stealing sheep and horses. I 
have read dates varying from 
1050 AD to as late as 1680 AD 
for the Dine’ invasion. Prob- 
ably a good guess would be the 
-1400’s or 1500’s. 

The language they 
spoke has been classed as 


“Athapaskan”, sometimes 
spelled “Athabaskan.” The 
same language is spoken by the 
Apache who settled about the 
same time to the southeast. 
The language is isolated in the 
Southwest, but is spoken by 
the Hupa of northern Califor- 
nia, the Umpqua of northwest 
Oregon, the Ingalik of sub- 
Arctic Alaska, and is found in 
several groups in Canada. The 
Northwest Territory is inhab- 
ited by Athapaskan speaking 
people who call themselves 
De’ne’ or Tinneh which means 
“people.” Athapaskan tribes 
include Beavers, Slaves, 
Yellowknives, Dogribs, Hares, 
Sekani, Nahani, Kutchin, and 
Sarcee Indians. You can reach 
the Canadian Dene Nations at 
Denendeh National Office 
Box 2338, Northway Bldg.

The Dine’ adopted 
many ways from the Pueblo 
people and the Spanish, and 
developed them to the highest 
levels. They learned weaving 





from the Hopi and other 
Pueblo cultures and evolved it 
into the making of incredible 
blankets and rugs. They 
learned silversmithing from 
the Spanish and combined it 
with the Pueblo use of tur- 
quoise stone to create amazing 
jewelry. Navajo design was at 
the center of the recent fash- 
ion trend to decorate in a 
Southwest style. The evolu- 
tion of those two crafts are still 
progressing at a fast rate today. 
Today, Navajo crafts command 
top prices in the marketplace. 
The Dine’ also learned from 
the Spanish how to raise sheep 
and horses and have developed 





that to a high level. 
Historically, one 
event stands above all the rest 
in regard to the Dine’ people 
(and as aresult, tracing the ge- 
nealogical heritage). It has be- 
come known as “The Long 
Walk.” To try to halt maraud- 
ing Indian raids on the live- 
stock of the neighboring tribes 
and on the encroaching Euro- 
American “pioneers” and min- 
ers, the government undertook 
a “scorched earth” campaign 
against the Navajo (and 
Apache). The campaign of 
death and destruction was con- 
ducted by American folk hero 
Kit Carson, who with volun- 
teer troops burned thousands 
of homes and fields and herded 
thousands of people in front of 
his cavalry horses. In today’s

I am writing to you 
with a follow-up on your 
article in the April/May 
issue of The Family Tree: 
on General Lee and his 
sword. 

In the late 1970s, I 
served in USS Robert E. 
Lee SSBN 601. Lee was 
a fleet ballistic missile 
submarine and was the 
fourth missile submarine 
to be built. This was done 
in the General’s home 
state of Virginia at New- 
port News Shipbuilders. 

The General Lee was 
commissioned on 16 Sep- 
tember 1960 and served 
in both the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans. 

In the Crew’s Mess 
on display was the 
General’s engraved ster- 
ling silver Baptismal cup 
and dress sword. I do not 
know if this was the 
sword from the surrender 
or not. Both items were 
on loan from the family 
and were returned to 
them upon decommis- 
sioning. 

A little footnote for 
the history books is that 
General Lee was honored 
with a naval vessel 
named for him before two 
others of his time. The 
USS Abraham Lincoln 
SSBN 602 was commis- 
sioned about six months 
after and the USS US 
Grant wasn’t even built 
yet.

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In March 1999, HB 836 
was introduced in the Texas 
House of Representatives. Its 
purpose was to clarify the law 
concerning birth and death 
records and to make them 
Open Records. Current law 
provides that birth and death 
records and the General Index 
(which includes names of par- 
ents) are Closed Records for 50 
and 25 years respectively. The 
Summary Index, which does 
not include parent’s names is 
supposed to be an Open 
Record. 

In the House Committee 
hearing, the Bill was amended 
to make all birth and death 


‘records closed for the 50/25 


years. I received an alert about 
the amendment and did an in- 
sert in the Austin Genealogi- 
cal Society’s Newsletter, which 
has state wide readership, urg- 
ing people to write their 
elected officials. About the 
same time, Mic Barnette, who 
writes a genealogy column for 
the Houston Chronicle, re- 
ceived a message about the Bill

Committee staffer, who was 
very helpful in keeping me 
updated on the rewrite with 
draft copies as well as solicit- 
ing my comments. The rewrite 
bill was substituted for the 
amended one. It was passed 
on a favorable vote. The sub- 
stitute bill clearly states that 


that the Summary Index is an 
Open Record, except where 
the Index would provide infor- 
mation about adoption, paren- 
tal determination or placement 
adoptions and is applicable to 
local registrars and the Texas 
Bureau_of Vital Statistics. 


There is no change in the Gen- 
eral Index law. It is expected 
to be passed by both chambers 
and signed by Governor Bush. 


It was good to see gene- 
alogists respond to the politi- 
cal process. We need to be 
alert to insure that relevant and 
important information is avail- 
able for present and future gen- 
erations.
